The Canadian Pacific Railway is 
paying interest at an average of 4 
per cent. on $64,000 for every mile of 
its lines; even on the 574 miles 
which the country built, paid for and 
handed over to that company. The 
eost of this part of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway is estimated at thrity- 
five millions. This amount forms 
part of the debt of Canada, upon 
which the interest is say 3 1-2 per 
cent, or 1 i-4 millions—an amount 
which comes out of each year’s taxes. 
But besides, the traffic pays four per 
cent on capitalization of $64,000 a 
mile, or nearly 1 1-2 millions a year.
